Caldwell to consider him as a mu- 
tineer, and treat/ him accordingly, .If wy 
one attempts to haul down the Ainerican flag, 
shoot him on the spot.

"Not a word was altered; but tbe original 


was handed to the clerk . charged with,. the

When I came 
to tho words, 'Shoot him on the spot,' he 
started suddenly, and said with a good deal 
of emotion, 'Did you write that? 'No, sir,' I 
said, 'I did not write it, but I telegraphed it.' 
He mode no answer; nor do I remember that 
he ever referred to it afterwards. It was 
manifest, as I-had presupposed, that the order 
would never hove been given If I bad con- 
sulted him, It only remains for me to say that 
tbe.order was not the result of any premedi- 
tation, scarcely o£ any thought. A conviction 
«f tiw right, <xBtt<e to be, token was as instan- 
taneous as a flash of light. * '* *' It touched 
the public mind and heart strongly, no doubt, 
because the blood of oil patriotic men was 
boiling with indignation at tbe humiliation 
which we were enduring.

George Crook entered West Point in 1848, 


so that he is I judge, about 51 years old He 
was put out in California as soon as he grad- 
uated, and served at once against the In- 
dians whom he has now known for thirty 
years. He was wounded with an arrow 
twenty-five years ago. The rebellion called 
him away from eight years of Indian encoun- 
ters to the contest of civilized forces, and he 
began in West Virginia, was wounded there, 
was promoted for gallant services at An- 
tietam, then served in the western armies at 
the bead of a division ot cavalry, was at 
Chicamauga, broke up the guerrillas, went 
on several raids, served under Sheridan, and 
was taken prisoner by his subsequent broth- 
er-in-law moat inhospitably at Cumberland, 
but very soon released He was in all Sheri- 
dan's great battles, commanded all the cav- 
alry of the Army of the Potomac for awhile, 
and was in the big pursuit to Appomattox. 
At the close of the war he was a lieutenant- 
colonel, -and from that time to this has been 
the eagle of Indian fighters.
